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DETAILED ACTION 
Double Patenting 

1 . Claims 46-62 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 9-13 of U.S. Patent No. 
6,484,439. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably 
distinct from each other because the terms providing water and providing moisture to a 
growth medium using the same membrane to transmit water. The membrane as non- 
porous hydrophilic is also claimed in claim 14.
